Facts About Spools. 
_ Spools are made in immonse numbers, 
One factory turns out 100,000 gross a day, 
and consumes 25,000 cords of birch wood 
anoually, The wood is first sawed into 
sticks four or five feet long, aud from seven- 
eighths of ap inch to three “inches square, 
according t9 the size of the spool to be pro- 
duced, ‘These sticks, after being thorough- 
ly seasoned, are sawed into short blocks, 
and the blocks are dried in a hot air kiln, 
At the time they are sawed a hole is bored 
through them, The spool machine is man- 
azed by a boy, who throws out the knotty 
or defective pieces. The spools polish them: 
selves by their motion and contact in revoly- 
ing drums, Some ot the spools are dyed 
yellow, red, or black; others are ready for 
use when they leave the drums, 

The number of yards of cotton on a spool 
is determined by the size of the spool, The 
cotton is never measured, but the spool iv 
guaged to contain 100, 200, or 500 yards, 
as the case may be, Suk and linen firms 
always send to thelr spool makers patterns 
giving the size and shape of the head and

EQUINE SAGACITY. 


A Worse to bo Put in Evidence ina Mur- 
dor Case. 


It is a well-known fact that a horse which 
has once been driven over a strange road 
will recogniz> that road the next time he is 
driven over it, Such testimony has been 
admitted as evidence in the highest French 
courts, Proceeding upon this theory, which 
was suggested to the coroner in the Wissa- 
hickon murder care by Dc, Huidekoper, the 
Professor of Vetinary Surgery at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and an expert in 
all matters pertaining to the horse, the cor- 
oner, Detective Houser, and Dr, Huideko- 
per on Wednesday went to Dieterle’s stable 
and harnessed his horse to the butcher wag- 
gon, The party drove up Susquehanna 
avenue and turned into Garmantown road, 
proceeding along the street railway to Wi{s- 
sahickon, The reins lay loosely up)n the 
animal’s back, no whip was used, uor was 
he at any time given the word to stop or go, 
either to the right or left, He was einply 
allowed to pick his way ata fast walk, Dr, 
Huidekoper explained to the two members 
of the party taat the horse would testify by 
its manner and action whether it had been 
over the road betore, When the horse saw 
the Wissahickon drive he threw up his head 
and whinnied, Then he struck up a brisker 
pace, appearing to recognize certain objects 
slong the road, At the covered bridga, 
some distance this side of the ruins of Me- 
goregee’s paper mill, the horse again threw 
up bis head and whionied, looked at the 
bridge ond hesitated a moment, He looked 
first at the bridge and then up the drive, 
whinnied again, and of his own accord start- 
ed up the drive. Several times when, at a 
bend in the road, the creek woald be 
brought into dim view through a clear apice 
in the uuderbrush, he threw up bis head and 
whinnied, During the entire drive aloug the 
creek it was very dark, and the rain was 
falling, 

After passing Iadian Rock Hotel the horse 
paid spevial atrention to the road, several 
times throwing up his head, xnd whinnied, 
When he reached the oli covered bridge 
over Hanwell’s dam, where the body sup- 
posed to be Stahl was found, he deliberate'y 
d-ew up, looked at the bridge, then up the 
creek and whinnied, H: stopped fully half 
a minute apparently undecided whether to 
go across the bridge or up the drive, Then 
with a loud whinney, brashing his ears and 
looking first one side of the road and then 
the other, he kept to the road, He 
threw up his head and neighed oace more 
before reaching the bridge at Thorp's dam. 
Before this the horse had pa sed several 
bridgos without offering to go over them, 
When ho reached the cross road which 
crosses Thorp’s bridge, he turned off on his 
own accord with the reins loosely upon his 
back, walked slowly upon the bridge and 
whon in the middle of it, in full view of 
the croek, he stopped short, threw up his 
head and Whinntea, De, Huidekoper pick 
ed vp the reins and turned the waggon 
round, Hoedrove the animal several hun- 
dred feet further up tho creck to see if he 
still knew the road, ‘The horse did not 
whinney once more above tho bridge, and 
appeared to be ignorant of his whereabouts, 
Dr, Haidekopor said he was evidently mov- 
ing unwillingly, and had ceased to recoga'z> 


the road, He was again turned, and the 
reins let fall upon his back, Instead of 
passing Thorp's bridge and going back 
slong the road over which he came, the 
horse again walked upon the bridge and for 
the second time afopp-d in the middls of it 
and whinnied, Jn apeaking of the trip af- 
terward Dr, HuideLopor said it was plain 
that the horse had been driven before along 
the road and that he had crossed Thorp's 
bridge, which is the bridge from which the 
body of the murdered mon is believed by 
the detectives to have been thrown into the 
creek, De, Hnidekoper took a description 
of the horse, and should the testimony be

Principal Grant of Queen's College who 
referred to the school system of Scotland | 
which he considered one of the best in | 
the world, ‘That system was founded | 
by John Knox whose object was the 

combination of the religious element 

It must be | 


with ordinary instruction, 
conceded that few men have done so | 
much for the cause of education as the 
Scottish reformer, who anticipated 
many of the reforms w hich are suppos | 
ed to be of modern growth. He saw | 
clearly the power for good which a 
common school system could supply, 
and therefore urged the planting of a 
school in every parish, a grammar school 
in every town, and a college or univer 
sity in every city. Scotland has good | 
reason to be grateful for what he then | 
aceomplished, Long before the other | 
portions of the United kingdom or even 
before Germany had adopted a general 
system of public schools, education was 
generally diffused among all classes of 
the Scottish people. ‘To this, more 
than to anything else, may be attribut- 
ed that Scottish ascendancy which is 
not unknown even in Canada, Scot- 
land, with all the disadvantages of soil 
and climate, has taken a position among 
the countries of the world which may 
well oxcite admiration. In material 
wealth it is asserted by statisticians, 
that she ranks first, the value of pro- 
perty, estimated per capita, being great- 
er than that of either England or the 
United States. That proud position is 
chiefly due to her excellent parish 
schools and the thorough character of 
the education imparted in those insti- 
tutions. The learned Principal thought 
a great advantage in the Scettish 
system arose from the fact that teachers 
remained so long in the one place, 
generally for life or during good be- 
havior. This, he thought, was where a 
want was shown in the Ontario system 
of education, and he afterwards pro- 
ceeded to criticise the educational 
department for making too many 
changes, not giving sufficient time to 
test regulations which they have 
made. There appears to be too much 
foundation for these remarks. Teach- 
ers are too frequently on the wing, too 
often compelled to leave a district at 
the caprice of some petty tyrant. 
Hence the necessity of some regula- 
tions in the school aet ensuring an en- 
gagement for a longer term than the 
present act allows. That there is too 
much tinkering of the school act is 
generally acknowledged. Education- 
ists, more than other men, are prone 
to ride hobbies, and in consequence 
inspectors and other administrators of 
the school law too frequently suceeed 
in getting their theories enforced. A 
short period of trial proves many of 
them impracticable and another experi- 
ment soon follows. From this possibly 
arises many of the defects of our pro- 
vincial system, and the superficial 
character of the education too frequent- 
ly to be met in many of the schools. 
With a practical man, such as the 
present Minister, at the head of the 
department, it is but reasonable to 
expect that many of these defects 
must disappear, and that visionary 
enthusiasts will no longer be permitted 
to impose their crude theories on long 
suffering teachers and an impatient 
public.

Parental Indulgence, 


A recent number of Tux Trisuxe con 
tained an interesting communication and 
editorial on the subject of laxity of parental 
discipline in the management of SHUN at 
the present day and the consequent dotor- 
ioration that follows in character, It was 
assorted that there was now a greater dogree 
of inoivility and irreverence among th 
young than were prevalent under what was 
considered the ,stricter discipline of our 
ancestors. Retrospection, however, is not 
always a safe guide for us in such matters, 
As we advance in life and survey the past, 
things assume a ditferont aspect and attain 
& perfection that in reality never existed 
Children were always children, with their 
immature judgments, their desire of self 
control, and sufficient natural tact to cope 
with the w s of parental indulgence, 
This induls always existed and mani 


fested itself to as great an extent as it does 
at tho prosgnt timo, but as memory retains 
®& more vivid iinpression of unpleasant 
sensations than it does of those that are 
pleasing, so those who have attained matur 


ity can recall more of the severitiesthan the 

indulgences of their own individual ebild 

hood experiences 

There is no rule of general application in | 
these matters. There have been, and there 
are still exceptional instances where the | 
two extremes of parental indulgence and | 
severity, which are the results of peculiar | 
temperaments and which so diversify human 
nature, are manifested, and by which all 
children are often innocently made to suffer 

In former years society had rv in regard 

to children, ‘To these parents were obliged 
to conform even though they were detriment- 
al to the true interests of the child, Child- 
ren were thought rude if their little voicos 
were heard in the presence of guests, If 
their presence was allowed at all, table eti- 
quette demandedsilencefromthem.

A 
bashful child has thus in reality become 
almost athing of the past. In the past 
quarter of a century there has been a mark- 
ed advance in the educational advantages 
enjoyed by the young. This is especially 
true in regard to eonala education, A 
woman is no longer considered as going out- 
side of her sphere if she dives esp into 
science, and engages in any intellectual 
pursuit which was onve thought proper to 
engage the capacities of the sterner sex, 

The range of studies in general has been ex- 
tended, always tending more towards the 
useful and the practical, Instead of bur- 
dening the mind with the vague ideas of 
the dead past, which can be of little profit- 
able use in the intercourse and business of 
life, except perhaps to the antiquarian, the 
aim of our schools at the present time is to 
concentrate the minds of youth on topics of 
practical utility. 

As our country becomes older we have 
much to hope from the rising generation 
with their improved educational advantages 
and the higher requirements of home cul- 
ture which the advanced state of social life 
demands. These must have a tendency to 
perfect various graces of character, and 
must exercise a strong influence in elevating 
society. They will thus contribute to 
personal enjoyment and shed over the home 
that blessed and peaceful happiness which a 
well regulated and enlightened household 
only can afford. * * *

The Yarmuk here enters the plain of the

which are about two hundred yards apart 
and look like some majestic gateway express- 
ly designed by nature to atford the river a 
fitting outlet tothe plain alter its wild 
course through the mountains, 

On each side of these cliffs the country 
swells back abruptly to a height of 1.700 
feet above the ttceam, At their base, here 
and there, the limestone or basalt rock, for 
the twoformationsare curiously intermixed, 
crops out sharply, forming terraces with 
precipitous sides, The more distant sum- 
mits are fringed with oak forests, Thw yen- 
eral effect of the Jaadscape as you ficst burst 
upon it after leaving the Jordan valley is in 
the highest degree impressive, The path, 
gradually ascending, winds along the eaye 
of cliffs, rising to a sheer height of 300 fet 
from the torrent which foams beneath, We 
are soclose to their margin on the right 
that it makes us giddy 10 look down, while 
on the lefthand, grassy slopes, covered with 
wild flowers, rise to the base of other oiiffs 
above us, For an hour we wind along these 
dizzy ledges, In one place I observed a 
hundred feet of limestone superimposed up- 
on two hundred of basalt, the whole form- 
ing ablack and white precipice very re- 
markable tolook upon.

from any hygroscopic qualities is also evi- 
dent from tne fact that 100 grams of the ar- 
ticle, exposed to damp weather for somo 
four days in an open window, showed no 
gain of weight, with a delicate balance, It 
is two and ond-half times more powerful 
than common powder, and there is but a 
very slight residue, Another advantage is 
the slignt amount of smoke given off, and 
this, as contrasted with that trom nitro.ex 
plosives, is totally innocuous, 

The preliminary surveys for the great 
Simpion Tunnel have now been definitely 
accomplished by a Commission of experts, 
the result being a report adverse to any

boll with which they were familiaras a play- 
taipg was accidentally moved in the straw 
under which it was hidden thay all instantly 
leaped away, 

Several of the French newepapers pub- 
lish extracts from a paper by M. A, Milne 
Edwards, the eminent naturalist, on the 
gorilla in tho Jardin des Plantes, Ho has 
made a lengthened study of tis ape, and 
the description he gave of him was very 
much the reverse of favorable. The chimp- 
anzee and orarge outang were, he declared [, 
incompsrison with the gorilla, models of 
sweetness and amiability. He never gave 
his keeper the least mark of affection; he 
nover permitiod himself to be touched with- 
out manifesting the utmost repugnance to 
the familiarity, and, in general, a bite was 
the return he made for acaress, He would 
not play with the other apes nor tolerate 
them in his neighbourhood. M, Milne Ka- 
wards ooncided by ranking the gorilla in 
point of intelligence, a long way below any 
of the other anthropoid apes, The gorilla 
has receutly died—killed, one wag says, by 
M. Milne Edward’s article,

‘2  Maintaia a loore relation to one par- 
ty or the other, but take no part in tie pri- 
mary meetings, and bolt when they offer you 
bad oandidates or bad mevsures, The the- 
ory isthat in this semi-attached condition 
you will influeacs somewhat the nomina- 
tioas; that the party managersw || be think- 
ing of yoa when they make up the ticket. 

“This, too, is apt to leave the voter sim- 
ply a choice of two evils, Tae gentlemen 
left by you in charge of the primary meet- 
ings are not sure to think of )o1, and if 
they do, they console themselves with the 
refi, ction that the other fellows will p:oba- 
bly nomioate a worse man than theirs, 

“4, Join one party o- the other. Go into 
the caucuses, if you can get in. aks your 
pluck and your independence along with 
you. ‘Tell the gentlemenin charge tiat you 
are interested in the svucvess of the party, 
and that you want to help keep it ina shape 
io which it will deserve to succeed, Give 
them distinctly to understand thas while 
you ask nothing for yourself, you intend to 
take a hand in shaping the party po'icy and 
in making the nominations; and that you 
will be guided in all this by a supreme re- 
gard for natiora! interests rather than per- 
sonal interests, If, in spite of your prosests, 
they make bad nominations, bolt the nomi- 
nations, and retura to the charge the next 
time, taking with you as many av yoa can of 
your well-untentioned neighbors, If you 

reserve your temper, and use reaso), ond 

oop standing up for men and things that 
are honest and of good report, peradventure 
they will listen to you at length, and you 
may succeed in lifting up the standurds and 
io purifying party mavagemsnt.

1t appears from a recent s‘atement made 
by one of the most extensive iron foanders 
in EKoglaad, that owing to the impcove- 
meats lately made in the manufacture of 
coke, the yield of the latter, per ton of coal, 
has beea increased fram about sixty per 
cent, to seventy-five aad seveaty seven per 
cent.

It is made by 
ronniog the scraps in a cork fastory through 
a mill which reduces them to @ coarse pow- 
der. The manufacturers, Armstrong Broth- 
ers & Co,, of Pittsburg, make several tons 
of it per day, for which there is a realy de- 
mana fiom car builders and refiige’ator 
maaufastarers, and also foc the filling of ice- 
houses, 

Paper bottles are now made oa a large 
scale in Germany and Aastra, The paper 
must be well sized. The folowing is said 
to be a good receipt for the paper: Ten 
parts of »az8, forty of straw, fifty of brown 
wool palp. The piper is impregnated or 
coat2a on bot. sides with sixty parts of de- 
fibrinated fresh blood, thirty-five parts of 
lime powder, five parts sulphat) of slamina, 
After drying, ten or twelve rolled leaves are 
coated again, placed over each ocher, and 
then placed in heated moulds The albumen 
in the blood forms a combinatioa oa pres- 
sure with the lime whica is perfectly proot 
against ep rits, etc. The bottles are made 
in two pieces, which are joined afterwards,

matters of this kina, it will soon bo reduced 
into a fairly dry and powdery state, in 
which it may be readily sown broadeast or 
with the drill, and found very usefalin 


and such like into a composit. 


growing every kind of garden vegotablus, 
Hor root crops, such as turnips, carrots, 


mangels, &o., it should be mixed, after re- 


ducing toa powdery state, with an equal 
weight of superphosphate, and the mixture 
drilled in at the rate of 500 pounds to the 
acre, In making it into compost with earth, 
in my jadgment, quicklime should never be 
mixed with it, for ita effect would be to lib- 
erato the ammonia, the most of whieh would 
escape and be lost. On the other hand, thore 
is not only no harm, but a positive advant- 
age, in mixing it with eoot, In the absence 
of soot, the next best thing is to mix it with 
burat plaster, to which a small quantity of 
superphosphate is added—the free acid of 
which will effectually prevent the escape of 
the ammonia, A mixture of two parte burnt 
plaster and one part superphosphate may be 
kept in readiness to mix with tho fresh 
chicken dung for the purpose of absorbing 
the excoas of moisture, and thus facilitate its 
being reduced to a dry and friable nature, 
Three parts of fresh chicken manure and one 
part of the preceding mixture of burnt 
plaster and superphosphates, if kept under 
cover for a few days and turned once or 
twice during the time, and then passed 
through a screen or sieve, will bo found to 
be most efficacious when applied at the rate 
of from six to eight hundred pounds te the 
acre, 


AGRICULTURAL ITEMS. 


A recent autopsy upon a valuable horse at 
Bridgeport, Che a that death had 
had been caused by pieces of zinc which he 
had chewed from the lining of his manger 
and swallowed, 

A correspondent of the Western Agricul- 
turist, says a teaspoonful of saltpetre dis- 
solved in a gallon of water and tho solution 
applied to the grape vines, will check the 
ravages of the rose bug. This remedy might 
be worth trying. 

Mention is made ‘in foreign papers of a 
creamery where each horse gets an a! lowance 
of buttermilk daly throughout the year. 
This system hes been continued about twelve 
months and ‘*found to avswer in a most 
satisfactory manner.” 


A correspondent of the Prairie Farmer 
says that in cutting up some dead and de- 
caying apple trees he dislodged scores of 
borers which had found lodgment in the 
trunks and roots, and is now convinced that 
such trees ought not to be left in the orchard 
to serve as breeding places for insects, but 
should be immediately consigned to tho fire, 


The Knglish Government is seriously con- 
sidering th3 cultivation of forests in Ireland, 
Mr, Howitz of Copenhagen, one of the high- 
est authorities on the subject, has visited 
Treland, and studied its adaptability to 
forest cultivation, and pronounces it one of 
the most favorable countries in the world 
for the growth of timher, 


Professor E, M, Shelton, Farm Manager 
of the Kansas Agricultural College, has 
handled three or four distinct breeds of 
swine, and studied them carefully during 
many years, When asked which is best he 
admit) that he would be ‘sorely puzzled to 
tell,” Each has sterling points and counter- 
balancing weaknesses, 

A poultry fancier, who believes in the 
value of ensilage for fowls during the winter, 
thinks it does no% pay to construct silos to 

reserve itin, He uses old but tight casks, 
iquor bacrels, or molasses hogsheads, To 
keep their contents at the proper tempera- 
ture he sinks them underground, He finds 
that short clover, rye, and tender grass, like 
that cut from a lawn, make the beat ensilage 
for fowls, 


Many popers have recommended testing 
garden and field seeds by placing them be- 
vween layers of damp cotton, and putting 
them ina sunny place in a room, ‘This is 
not avery severe test, Seeds not entirely 
lacking in vitality would germinate under 
such favorable circumstances, They might 
not sprout, however, if they were placed in 
the soil eek od are ordinarily planted, 
and it is possible that they would not pro- 
duce plants that would stand ordinary ex- 
posure if they did. 


L, A. Goodman, Secretary of the Missouri 
State Horticultural Society, thiake many 
peach trees ipjared by cold weather may be 
saved by acting on the rule that the more 
the tree is injured the more it should be cut 
back. This should be done before the growth 
starts in spring. His argument in favor of 
thia mode of treatment is, that a peach tree 
with life enough left at the root to start the 
sap up the tree will recover, provided it has 
only a short distance to send the eap through 
the diseased wood. On the other hand, if 
the sap had to flow to the tops of the trees 
it would circulate so slowly as to soon be 
choked by drying up. 

Artichokes have been grown for swine 
several years at the Michigan agricultaral 
college. The method of management has 
been to have a small patch of artichokes 
convenient to the swine-pens, upon which 
the breeding sows were turned in the spring, 
and allowed to harvest the roots for them- 
selves, ‘The crop is thus grown with very 
little labor, since it requires no harvesting,” 
the roots remaining in the ground all winter, 
and it furnishes succulent tood for the sows 
just when it is most needed, and most diffi- 

cult to obtain from other sources. Prof. 
Johnson, the farm superintendent, is so well 
pleased with the resalt of this managemont 
that he is enlarging the artichoke planta- 
tion, 


The Care of Sheep. 


Profit in sheep husbandry means tho mest 
generous and judicious feeding and care, 
carried out in every part of the system, 
When this is done, so far from sheep being 
unprofitable upon our higher priced lands, 
it is doubtful if any other animal pays so 
well. In England, it has been said that, on 
lands worth $300 to $500 per acre, fertility 
can be more profitably kept up with sheop 
than any other stock, Dairy stock, for 
instence, carry off much more in the mill 


alone than sheop in all ways, bosides taking 
as much to build the bones and grow thoir 
bodies, The waste of phosphates is much 
morerapid in dairying than sheep husbandry, 
If, then, shoop may be fed to profit in Bag- 
land on land worth $400 per acre, wo ahnate 
*| not be deterred from sheep feediog on lands 
worth $50 to $160 per acre. Eogland is 
considered peouliarly a beof-eating country ; 
but yet the best mutton brings a higher 
price than beef, Oar largo cities and manu- 
facturing towns are constantly incceasing 
their demands for good matton, and this de- 
mand is likely to increase as fast as the pro- 
duction. If we should foed as large anumbor 
of sheep per hundred nores in the Middlo 
and Eastern States as does Great Britain, 
the desire for emigration from these States 
to more fertile lands of the West would seon 
coase, re eo

Australia as a Borrower. 


The Australian Colonies have to pay Eng- 
land at least $60,000,000 a year, interest on 
borrowed money, The Goveraments have 
borrowed about $550,000,000, mortgage 
companies $125,000,000 ; and the Zconomist 
estimates the British deposits in Australian 
banks at nearly $60,000,000, There was a 
balance against these colonies on the trade 
with England of $35,000,000, last two years, 
during which the total balance due to Kng- 
land, under every head, was about $100,- 
000,000. But the amount raised in Kogland 
on Australian account, last yoar, was more 
than this, perhaps $10,000,000 more. What 
might have been expected to happen, did 
happen, England having more to send to 
Australia than to receive therefrom, ship- 
ped something like $1,600,000 in gold. The

THE TERRIBLE KNOUT, 


Tho Dreadtui Punishment of a Murdoror 

in Russia, 

Mazof had murdored a man, & woman and 
a little boy, Bofore the Magistrate he made 
ajfull confesion of his guilt, A determined 
attemp’ was made by the soldiers to mob 
him while he was meking this confession 
but it was repressed, Ho was reserved for 
a much more terrible punishment than that 
accorded by lynch law. Hoe was sentenced 
to 399 lashes with the knout, which moant 
to be kaouted to deah, unlesss he possessed 
superhuman endurance, 

He was marched oat to punishment in 
company with two forgers, all S5, Petors- 
burg turning ont to witness the spectacle, 
This horrible show is thus grapliically de- 
soribed by the old chonicle: 

“The stake prepared for him was a strong 
block of wood fixed in the ground with three 
grooves at the top and two rings near the 
bottom ; the middle groove obs the neck, 
and the two others for the armpits, the rings 
below to lock around the ankles; about tne 
stakes were laid coarse skins, especially 
where the knout-master trod, upon which 
lay his whips, marking irons, pincers, eto, 
An officer then read a psyer to the people, 
signifying that forgery upon the Iinporial 
bank being a capital crime, and two of the 
prisoners convicted of it , weree condemned 
to receive eleven blows with the knout, t» 
baye their nostrils palled out, and be ban- 
isoed for life to Siberia ; the murderer of so 
many persons to receive 399 blows, to be 
branded three times in the face, have his 
nostrils pulled out, and (if then alive) be 
banished for life to the mines of Siboria, 

“The executioner and his assistants then 
stripped him, tied his bands across, and led 
him tothe post. After fixing his ankles they 
bent bis neck and arms over it, and drew 
the rope with which his hands were tied 
through the ring 0a the opposite side, which 
seemed to atretch all the muscles of the back, 
He then retired about four of five yards from 
him, and, taking up one of the knouts, 
worked it with his hands to give it a proper 
elasticity. Walking towards the prisoner 
with four or five steady steps, then taking a 
spring he strack a perpendicular stroke with 
a heavy, loud crack, The first stroke cut 
from the right side of the bottom of the 
nack to the left armpit. The effect waa vis- 
ible in a moment, and by the violence cf his 
soreams afforded reason to suppose that the 
pain was very great. ‘The second was about 

alf an inch beiow the first, and so on till 

twenty-five, when, changing the whip, the 
operater erased the former wound, striking 
from the left side to the right, and after- 
ward quite perpendicular, Tae strokes were 
given with the great>:tregularity, B tween 
each a person might deliberat:ly count eight 
the executioner always walkiog slowly t> 
and from tie stike, 

“* His cries were now so terrible that some 
of the spectators were obliged to turn their 
backs and put their fingers in their eurs, 
All was quiet and silent, and the crack of 
the knout was heard agreat distance, After 
receiving three hundred lashes the culprit’s 
voice grew faint, and during the last one 
hundred he showed no sigas of life whatever, 
the whole of the upper part of the back beiug 
beaten toa black mummy, After the lass 
blow the aaststants lifted up ths face by the 
hair, and the executioner struck him forci- 
bly three times with an iustrument that left 
the initial of murderer, throwing each time 
a handful of black dust into the wound; 
after which, at two pulls, he tore the gristle 
of his nose, and loosened him from the block, 
The whole lasted about three-quarters of an 
hour and it was generally thought that he 
had been dead some time; however, be made 
a feeble attempt to put on his coat, and re- 
covered suffisiently to be able to make some 
reparation to society by working in the iron 
mines,”

Sunday's dinner! Wo 
means hore at tho West, among tho rich and 
tho woll to do. But among the pocr, thevery 

oor, 
ive or fourteen shillings a week, the toil- 
ing helots who live in one room in tho slams 
—do you know what sort of a feast thoir 
Sunday's dinner is? 

The Sunday's dinner of many of thease peo- 
ple consists, alas, of nodinnerat all, But 
there are thousands of mon who, by hook or 
by crook, will on this one day of the wooek 
have a little meal that does not wholly con- 
sist of broad and butter, 

Of course, if they are going to have meat 
or fish, tho first thing is to gotit, von the 

hare, as worthy Mra, Glasse reminded hor 
readers, had to bo oaught first, Now, there 
are many reasons why the poor do not shop 
on Saturday night, In the first place, many 
of them are employed themselves till the 
last moment in tho streets, either solling 
their own stock, or assisting a wealthior 
neighbor, The men who get their poor 
wage on the Saturday, too, do not asarale 
come home early with it, When they do, 
there are other things besides marketing to 
be thought of, If possible, a few trifling ar- 
ticles are redeemed from the pawnbroker; 
and then there is generally a visit to the 
publichouse, entailed by tho necessity of 
ying up the week's score, and starting o 
Fra one, It isnot perhaps generally 
known that the local publicans often trust 
the folk who live in their neighborhood for 
drink from Monday till Saturday, and find 
that it psys todo so, In the publichouses 
perhaps more of Saturday evening is spent 
than is good for either pocket or health. 
But apart from these things there is one 
great reason why the very poor leave buy- 
ing Sunday's dinner until Sanday mora- 


ing. 

On Saturday the aristocracy of the work- 
ing classes pick and choose, and pay the 
best prices for the privilege. On Sunday 
what is left is

THE STAR OF BETHLEHEM, 


Likely Soon to Again Brighten the Cir- 
cum-Polar Sky, 


The theory concerning the ‘‘ Star of Be- 
thlohem”’ is based on a poetical foundation, 
having ltttle to support it. Inthe year 1572 
Tycho Brahe, a Dutch astronomer, discover- 
ed a new star near Capb, in the constellation 
Cassiopea, It increased in brilliancy until 
it was as bright as Venus, and could be 
easily seen at noonday, It continued to 
shine brightly for a month, then gradually 
grew dim and, in sixteen months disappear- 
ed from view, It was looked upon as a new 
creation ora sun on fire, and the general 
opinion was that it would never again shine 
in the star depths, 

Forty yoars later the telescops was in- 
vented. When it was turned to the posi- 
tion in the heavens occupied by the blazing 
atar, a minute star was found near the iden- 
tical spot, This telescopic star is still there 
and is doubtless the same one that blazed 
forth in 1572, The discovery that it existed 
led astronomers to search astronomical re- 
cords, and it was found that similar bright 
stars had appeared in the same region of the 
aky in 935 and 1264, Continuing hack three 
periods from 945 we are brought to the near 
vicinity of the birth of Christ, 

About twenty-four of these temporary 
stars have appeared in the last 2000 years, 
subject, like the starin Cassiopea, to sudden 
outbursts, followed by a return to their 
normal insignificance. ‘They are now classed 
as variable stars, subjoct to sudden outburats 
due to eruptions of blazing hydrogen, and 
which are followed by long periods of quies- 
cence, The star was due in 1883, If it 
appears ot all it will surely blaze forth by 
1885, ‘There is a possibility, therefore, that 
the long lost Star of Bethlehem, the Pilgrim 
Star, the Star of 1572, or Tycho Brahe’s 
Star—for it is known by all of these names 
—will once more become a shining wonder 
in the sky,

I told 
him this, adding that the magistrate would 
certainly send ths case for trial, and that I 
should be back in town in time for the next 
Old Bailey sessions, and I would be respon- 
sible that the case should receive proper at- 
tention in the meantime, He merely said 
that he left the matter in my hands, and 
that if I said it would be all right, he was 
content, and so departed, engaging to at- 
tend to have his evidence taken down the 
next morning. I went to the office of a 
brother practitioner on whom I knew 
I could rely, handed him my written in- 
structions, requested him to take up the 
case and work it until my return, and then 
did what every business man should be able 
to do—wiped the subject altogether out of 
my mind tor the present.

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THE LARGEST CITY. 


Somothing of the Governmont of the 
World's Biggest City. 


A new scheme for what we should call a 
revised city charter fur London is betore 
Parliament and under public discussion. 
Tae present ‘‘ city” corporation of Londen 
only covers the central part, a very limited 
area, and outside of that the city is 
governed by twenty three vestries, fitteen 
district boards and other commissions, mak- 
ing forty local administrative bodies to 
govern one city. It adopts the uni-cameral 
system of legizlation; that is, it will have 
but one legislative body—s common coancil 
of 240, elected for three years by all voters 
throughout the city who would’ be entitled 
to vote under the general laws of municipal 
elections. Voters otherwise entitled, but 
non-resident, may preserve their right if 
they live within twenty-five miles. In this 
common council are charged all the authority 
poescss:d by the above-named forty boards, 
Bach district will elect its own councilmen, 
Members are apportioned to districts on a 
double basis of population and valuation and 
the first election is to be held January 29, 
1885, The lord mayor is to be chosen by the 
common council for « term of one year. But 
the aldermen of Loudon,—time-bonored 
office of vast dignity,—mustgo. The board 
will expire May 1, 1885, except that the pre- 
rent members will retain their functions as 
justices of the peace duringlife, The sheriff 
of London who is now elected by the city 
guilds will be elected annually by the com- 
mon council, who will also elect a deputy 
mayor. ‘The lord mayor must be approved 
by the Queen before taking office, There 
seems to be no provision whatever for the 
subject which troubles great American cities, 
namely, the executive appointments, and it 
is not very clear what the provisions are 
for filling the executive agencies of the city. 
Taere is, however, a singular device for a 
local board in each district called a district 
council, consisting of the councillors from 
that district ex officio and a body of district 
couneillors, also choos'n for threo years, 
Thess sub-divided bodies will have no power 
to tax er appropriate, bat thoy may spend 
money ‘‘ allocated” or allotted to them by 
the central board. Tne Common Couneil is 
to vhooge coroners, who will have valaries, 
The schools remain under the control of the 
existing School Board. ‘The troublesome 
question of licenses is all placed in the hands 
of the jastices of the city until otherwise 
ordered by Parliament, and the police ro 
main as now under the immediate control of 
the home secretary—that is, of the imperial 
goveroment,

HORRIBLE MURDER EW YORK, 


A Husband Stabs his Wife to Deatn, and 
Thon Attempts to Kill Himsolf. 

Delia Ambrose of 88 East Third street, 
New York, called for hor sister, Mrs, Mary 
Wolfe, at 212 Fast Twenty-sixth street, at 
24 o'clock, on a recent afternoon, and the 
two went out shopping. They spent an 
hour in the store, and then walked home- 
ward with packages in their arms, They 
went up to Sixth avenue, and through 
Twenty-sixth atreet to Third avonue, They 
crossed Third avenue, and had just stepped 
upon the sidewalk at the southeast corner 
when a wild-looking man sprang at Miss 
Ambrose from behind and stabbed her 
twice, on the left side of the head and ia the 
neck, 

“John !" she exclaimed, as she staggered 
against a lamp post, and at the same mo- 
ment Mrs, Wolfe exclaimed, ‘‘My hus- 
bund 1” 

As Mrs, Wolfe spoke the man seized her 
and stabbed her in the left temple. Mrs, 
Wolfe broke away from him and ran into 
Michael Sweeny’s liquor store on the corner, 
Blood spurted from her wound over the 
flags and against the shop window. She 
entered the saloon by the front door and sat 
down upen a beer keg opposite the bar and 
midway between the front door and the 
side entrance on Twenty-sixth street. 

The saloon keepar was behind the bar, 
and Patrick McDonough, a customer, lean- 
ed ogainst it. They had heard the screams 
in the atreet, and as the woman staggered 
in, McDonough ran to the front door to see 
if any ono was pursuing her, As he reach- 
ed the door he saw the wild-looking man 
with a knife in bis hand about coming in. 
McDonough slammed the door and turned 
the key in the lock. 

The man was not to be kept out, however, 
He ran around to the Twenty-sixth street 
entrance, The figured plate glass door 
there was closed. ‘lhe maa struck it and 
shoved it with his shoulder, He stood in 
the doorway for a moment, glaring around, 
and then saw the woman cowering on the 
barrel, He rushed at her, seized her by the 
shoulder, and threw her violently to the 
floor. She did not cry out, and he did not 
say a word, Kneeling on one knee, he stab- 
bed her three times, striking hard cach 
time, Then he straightened up, glared me- 
nancingly at Sweeney, who still stood be- 
hind the bar, and then deliberately plunged 
the knife three times into his own abdomen, 
and without a cry fell across the woman’s 
body, dropping the knife by her side. 


Miss Ambrose had looked into the saloon 
and run ont again just after the man had 
rushed in, She now came in with Police- 
man Mucray. Mrs, Wolfe was dead, Her 
light-colored hair and her close-fitting black 
suit were wet with blood, as was the parcel 
she still held, 

“That man,” said Miss Ambrose, ‘is my 
sister’s husband, His name is John Carpen- 
ter. He has just come from prison, where 
he was sent in 1878 for stabbing a woman 
whom he mistook for my sister in St, Fran- 
cis Xavier's Church,” 

Two ambulances and the dead waggon were 
called, The body of Mrs, Wolfe was taken 
to the Morgue, Carpenter and Miss Am- 
broge were taken to Bellevue Hospital. 

Mra. Wolfe was a handsome woman, She 
was 33 years of age. There was a deep 
wound on her right temple, the right ear 
was severed, the subclayian artery in the 
right side was cut, and a wound on the left 
side of the neck,which caused instant death, 
cut through the jugular vein. The cuts 
were made with a crescent-shaped shoe 
knife, 

Carpenter is 50 years old, about 5 feet 8 
inches tall, with close-cut gray and black 
mixed hair, and clean shaven face. He has 
dull blue eyes, heavy square features, and 
the general build and expression of a bruis- 
er. 

‘*Yes,” he said in a surly tone as he lay 
pn astretcher in Surgeon Moac’s ward‘ ‘‘the 
woman I killed was my wife, Lintended to 
kill her, I wanted her out of the way. I 
wonted to die myself, because I’m tired of 
living.” 

His wounds are serious, Miss Ambrose’s 
cuts are painfal, bus not of a dangerous nat- 
ure,

garden gay for months in the summer, with 
their characteristically bright flowers, Now 
all these things are so easily and cheaply 
procured in the nursery and seed establish- 
ments, that no one who has a plot of Jaad 
surrounding the hovse should put off for 
any length of time, the setting out of a suf- 
ficient assortment to amp y embellish the 
place throughout the entire year, To make 
Ihe surroundings of one’s home attractive, 
will pay in dollars and cents, besides con- 
tributing to the enjoyment. The writer but 
recently attended the appraisement of some 
ornamental trees, twelve years plinted, that 
had to come away on account of the widen- 
ing of a street, Tho amount allowed the

Jacob’s Well. 


The state of Jacob's {WVellis, doubtless, 
well known to the majority of our readers, 
even to those who have not themselves 
visited the Holy Land, It has again and 
again been described by the many writers 
on Palestine, and all have mentioned their 


disappointment that instead of finding any 


semblance to a well, or anything which 
could recall the interview of our Lord with 
the women of Samaria, they have merely 
found a dark irregular hole amid a mass of 
ruins in a vaulted chamber beneath the suc- 
face of the ground, I have shared this dis- 
appointment on many previous visits to 

ablus, and again as, a fortnight ago, we 
stood beside the spot, it was with great 
regret that we were so utterly unable to 
picture before us the scene so graphically 
described by the Evangelist, We had clamb- 
ered down into the vault, and were vainly 
astempting to peer into the dark hole amid 
the heaps of stone and rubbish when we 
chanced to see a few feet from the opening 
of tnewell, a dark crack between the stones, 
Fancying that possibly it might be another 
opening of the well, we removed some 
stones and earth, and scon were able to trace 
part of a carved aperture in a large slab of 
atone, Deeply interested at finding this, we 
cleared away more earth and stones, and soon 
distinguished the circular mouth of the 
well, though it was blocked by an immense 
mass of stone, Calling to tvo men who 
were looking on, with considerable labor, 
we at length managed to remove it, and the 
opening of the well wasclear. It is impos- 
sibe to describe our feelings as we gazed 
down the open well, and sat on that ledge 
on which, doubtless the Saviour rested, and 
felt with our fingers the grooves in the stones 
caueed by the ropes by which the pots were 
drawn up.

Roman Roads In England, 


The four “great” Roman roads in Eng- 
land still run very much on tho same lines 
ag were laid down by the conquerors, but it 
is a popular error to believe that they were 
but four great roads, If we chose to put 
ourselves to some interesting trouble, we 
shall find that England ani Wales are 
covered with a perfect network of Roman 
roads, The Watling street, tne Icknield 
street, the Ermine street, and the Fosse 
Way were undoubtadly the Imprral roads 
to which most of the others were accesso- 
ries; but the unlearned explorer is as- 
tonished to find Roman roais far away 
from any of the four, and of evident im- 
por'ance from the remnios unearthed at 
different times on cr nat tiem, The 
famons Watling street is an instance of 
this. Most people know that its regular 
course, which is still a broad, well used 
high road, is from Dover or Richboroagb, 
through London, St. Albans, Towcester, 
Shrewsbury, and Chester t> Carnarvon, and 
they do not look for it anyv*hers else. 
Yet the traveller hears it spoken of at 
Chelmsford and Colchester ; he meets with 
it running throngh the Lake Country; he 
finds it almost in a straight line gomz to 
Whitby, via Hudderstield and Yok, anihe 
is most of all astonished to meet it crossing 
the Roman wall in Northumbe-land on its 
way to S:otlani, The Fosse Way and the 
Icknield street do not present such compli- 
cations in the way of branches, but the 
Ermin3 s.reet puzzles him mach in the same 
way. Again, it is sometimes difficuls for 
the explorer to fay up n whet Roman road 
a particular town stands, nt from want of 
evidence as to aay road at a'l, but trom 
conflicting evidence, Thus, Winchester 
may stand upon any one of the five Roman 
roals which converge upon it respectively 
from Silchester, Salisbury, Southampton, 
Porchest r, and Farnham, Again, the 
modern high road does not invanably stick 
close to thar of Roman construction, which 
occasionally dwindles into mere count y 
lane, such as the Watl ng straet between 
Dartford and Rochester. und the Ermine

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How Wooden Pipes are Made, 


The short clay pips formerly used by 
smokers has of late years been to a great ex- 
tent supplanted by the wooden pipe, the 
manufactare of which is now an important 
industry, Some information respecting 
these pipes is given in British Consul Inglis’s 
trade report on Leghorn, whence the ma- 
terial for making wooden pipes is now large- 
ly exported. Selected roots of the heath 
are collected on the hills of the Maremma, 
where the plants grow luxuriantly and 
attain a great siz. When brougnt to the 
factory, the roots are cleared of earth, and 
any decayed ports are cut away. Thoy are 
then shaped into blocks of various dimen- 
sion® with a circular saw set 1n motion by a 
small steam engine, Great dexerity is 
necessary at this staze in outting the wood 
to the best advantage, and itis only after 
a long apprenticeship that a workman is 
thoroughly efficient. The blocks are then 
placed if a vat and subjected to a gentle 
simmering for a space of twelve; hours, 
Daring this process they acquire the rich 
yellowish-brown hue for which the best 
pipes are noted, and are then in a condition 
to receive the fina! turning ; but this 1s doae 
elsewhere, The rough blocks ars packed in 
sicks contain'ng from forty to one hundred 
dozen each, and sent abroad, principally to

How to make the Hands Soft and White. 


Iam a believer in that kind of pride that 
makes a woman careful of her hands, fora 
pair of beautiful, well-kept bauds is a de- 
lightfol posseasioa, Unfortunately, Nature 
has not favored us all with well-shaped 
hands; still, with reasonable care and atten- 
tion, we can make such hands ay we have 
had given to us, white, soft, aud more shape- 
ly.

“A healthy man or woman does not die 
ofa broken heart,” a well-known physician 
said, ‘A healthy heart is only a big mus- 
cle, and noboly oan have grief enough to 
break it. When, therefore, the young 
widow shows apparently inconceivable griet 
at the death of her husband, and in a short 
time recovers her equanimity, ahe ought not 
to be accused of hypocrisy. Neither may 
it be concluded that another willow who 
pines and dies has more affection for her 
husband than the tiret, Tho firat widow 
may have more affection than the other, 
but may have been sustained by physical 
health. 

“It is erroneous to suppose that death by 
heart disease is always sudden. It is often 
protacted for years, and existe undetectod 
by most skilful physicians only to be devel- 
oped by tome sudden occurrence, Tnere 
was an eminent physician at Brooklyn who 
died within an hour of the time when he 
was about to lecture, He was so well that, 
after examination by a rkilled physician of 
a first-class inaurance company, he was de- 
clared perfectly sound, and a policy of ten 
thousand dollars insurance on his life reach- 
ed his honse before his body was cold. The 
cause of death was a mystery until the post-. 
mortem examination showed that a littie bit 
of some chalky deposit in the heart had be- 
come loosened and formed an embolism. 
The man had simply taken some specimens 
outof his desk, and died in hischair without 
any excitement or undue effort. Any little 
excitement might have done it, and then his 
death would have been cited as that from a 
broken heart, 

“So-called deaths from broken hearts 
may be frequently treated in this way. One 
exertion as well as another may furnish the 
requisite culmination, Medical books are 
filled with instances of death y heart 
diseases during the performancs of pleasur- 
able functions, Whena man is nearly dead 
it is easy to put on him the finishing stroke, 
but it is inaccurate to give the finishing 
touch all the blame of death, Ifa woman 
loses her husband or a girl her lover, and by 
nervous exhaustion, loss of sleep, lack of 
nourishment and grief weakens the action 
of the heart, she is said to die of a broken 
heart, but she has, in fact, died of a 
very ordinary diseass, e 

“The case of Bill Poole, living for ten 
days with a ball in his heart, is often spoken 
of as remarkable, but Dr, Flint records a 
case where a man had a ball in his heart 
twenty years, and finally died of pneumonia, 
Both these men had healthy hearts, and 
could not have had them broken by grief, An- 
other regord showed that in sixty-u.wo cases 
of rupture of the heart there was fatty de- 
generation existing. In other words, where 
fat is substituted @for muscle, the organ 
might be easily broken, If any of these 
people had been subjected to sudden grief, 
they might have furnished illustrations of 
heart-breaking, One medical observer re- 
cords one hundred cases of rupture of the 
heart where there was no grief to account 
forit, In fact, grief is a very rare cause of 
heart- breaking, 

“Disease is the real cause of heart-break- 
ing, and the various kinds of disease which 
lead to it are so many that volumes would 
be necessary to describe them, The cause 
of these diseases are manifold, and are very 
much under the control of the individual, 
There are, of course, ‘hereditary tendencies 
to heart disease ; but, aside from traumatic 
causes, these tendencies may exist for years 
without fatal result, It isa curious fact 
that the least dangerous disease often creates 
the most apprehensions, Frequently 
tients who have only a functional or curable 
disorder will not be persuaded that calamity 
does not impend, although there may be no 
real danger, On the other hand, organic 
diseases may exist unsuspected. There are 
sympathetic relations between tha mind and 
the heart, and disordera of the heart are 
frequently traceable to mental excitement, 
either pleasurable or painful, Quick beat- 
ing of the heart is no certain symptom of 
danger, It has been demonstrated that the 
pulse may ¢a‘ely range from one hundred 
to one hundred and torty for a great many 
years.

The Migration of Swallows. 


Just before they leave Britain the swal- 
lows assemble in vast numbers every even- 
ing ; they are very noisy, and seems to be 
consulting as to their future Recoee dings, 
The course which they follow from tho is- 
land has been ascertained with tolerable no- 
curacy, They cross the Channel to the 
French coasts ; then they proceed southward 
through Spain until they come to the Straits 
of Gibraltar, and so cross the narrow sea 
into Algeria, Those which come from the 
northern part of the Continent seem to ar- 
range themselves into three divisions, Ouxae 
takes the same track as the Hoglish birds, 
The second chooses a central route, enters 
Italy and crosses to Corsica by means of 
Elba, Monte Christo, and other small Islands 
that can serve as resting places, From Cor- 
sica they pass through Sardinia, and reach 
Africa by way of Tunis. Tho third division 
traverses the whole of Italy, passes into Sic- 
ily, and thence crosses to North Central 
“Africa, It is stated that a gentleman re- 
siding at Prague caught a swallow before 
migration, and fastened a small white rib- 
bon with the werd ‘‘Bohemia” written upon 
it. In the following spring the bird came 
back bearing another ribbon with ‘Hls- 
pania” upon it, It is stated that a gentle- 
man who lived at St. Omer captared on 
April 26, a swallow which hed a label at- 
tached to its leg, on which was written 
“Tunis, April 25, 1882:" Now, the distance 
in a straight line from Tunis to St, Omer is 
about 1100 miles, and the question was nat- 
urally raised as to the'capability of the bird 
to travel so great @ distance in twenty-four 
hours, In answer.to this question it was, 
stated that a pigeon had been known to fly 
from Bordeaux to Paris—about three hun- 
dred miles—in seven hours, and therefore it 
would be possible for the swallow to traverse 
1100 miles in twenty-four hours, 
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The History of Coke. 


The history of the discovery of coke and 
the development of the traffic has never 
been written. . Authentic information of the 
first use of oke in'this country places it in 
}1817,;when it was:employed: by Col, Issaac 
Meason, one of the earliest founders of West- 
ern Pennsylvania, in refining iron at the 
Plumsock, or Upper Middleton mill, a few 
miles from the Yougbjogheny river. In 
1818 the use of coke was attempted by blast 
furnaces, bat it bad to be abandoned because 
the, blast was too “light, being’ -only five 
pounds to the square inch, Even when the 
value of coke as\a furnace fuel was fully ap- 
preciated, the enjoyment of. its: advautag 
was prevented by inability to increase thi 
last. In 1835 William Firmstone manu- 
factured good gray-forge iron at the rah | 
Annifurnace, in Huntingtn county, ) wit! 
coko produced from Broad Topicoal. Tt che 
same year F, H, Oliphant, of Fairchance 
furdace, near Uniontown, exhibited at the 
Franklin Institute, Poiladelphia, samples, of 
iron made from blue jumy ore meltad ywith 
cokd, | In’ 1840 ithe Great western Iron 
Works, at Brady's Bend, built four coke 
furnaces, In 1841 2, coke was made on the 
banks of the Youghjogheny river and shipped 
in flut boats to Cincinnati. A gentleman 
who/is well informed in all the details of the 
coke business says that Dad Dudly, an 
English iron manufacturer of the sixt-enth 
century, is entitled to the diacbvery pe coke 
He used it for the same purpose to which it 
is applied now, smelting, ‘The manufacture 
of coke in Connellsville region did not rise 
to the dignity of a business unt 1 toward the 
cloge of the decade of 1850, when it) was 
carried on principally at Dawson's ‘Station, 
on the Youghiogheny river, six miles below 
Connesville, by the Cochrans; who’ are still 
in the business, and to most of whom it has

‘ble powder, This is done by means of 
pas Latta haramers weighing about 


750 pounds which are raised by means of an 
arm of the staff. The arm having completed 
a half revolution turn from the stamp which 
immediately falls on the ore crushing it to 
fine powder. ‘his pulverized ore is forced 
through a fine screen sieve, and over copper 
plates coated with quicksilver into a ei 
trough, the mercury eatching up much o! 
the free gold and forming amalgam. As 
soon as the trough is filled, the sediment is 
ut into the amalgamating pan, in tho 
tom of which is a quantity of mercury. 
Over this mercury, four arms revolve 
slowly, keeping the pulp in constant 
motion. 
THE RESULT 


of this rotary motion is this, the particles of 
eld from their specific gravity sink to the 
ttom and are at once taken up by the 
mercury, while the lighter particles are 
sither ‘kept in suspension or fall to the 
surface of the amalgam, After some hours 
work the pan is tapped and out rushes the 
sickened quick. e next step is to separ- 
ate the ada from the quicksilver, and this 
is done by setting the amalgam into a retort 
and distilling the mercury by heat, leaving 
the gold or silver and other metals behind, 
The residue is taken out melted ina crucible 
run into moulds, and after cooling is cleaned 
and burnished, when it is ready for the 
market, A tramp of fiftecn miles took us to 
Rat Portage, the way being enlivened by 
an encounter with some drunken Indians 
who tried to rob us of what valuables we 
had in our possession.

Brothers and Ten Brothers, Not only do

The 
time occupied was from twelve to fourteen 
hours ; 120 to 130 miles on a good road 
would have been easier for ahorse, Another 
man rode from Apalby, near Kapunda, to 
near Carrency Creek, say 100 miles, in about 
fourteen hours, The same man road from 
Kingston to Mr, A. M’Farlane’s, near Wel- 
lington, say 120 miles in sixteen hours with- 
out unsaddling. A horse was taken early 
one summer's morning from Wellington to 
Poltalock (then Malcolm's station), muster- 
ed cattle for some hours, and returaed to 
Wellington at about four p, m., the distance 
travelled being fully 50 miles, Hewasthen 
teken by another rider to Adelaide, which 
was reached between ten and eleven p. m 
The only refreshment the horse had on the 
road was two bottles of porter. The total 
distance travelled from morning was 115 
miles. A rider left the Avenue station ab- 
out ten a.m,, reached the Salt Creek late at 
night (about ten o'clock). got a fresh horse 
from the celebrated M. Martin, and started 
early the following moraing, and reached 
Adelaide in the afternoon (between four and 
five o’clock), having ridden about 130 miles 
the lastday, A third rode from Salt Creek 
south-eaet, in about t-velve hours, having 
started at midnight, and reached Adelaide 
before noon next day, He rode the same 
horse, Percy, who was unmatched for cour- 
age, atrength and speed, to Mount Barker 
the same day, the whole ride be’ng about 
150 miles, Another severe ride was once 
done by a native of Sydney, who was one of 
ofa party bringing horses down from New 
South Wales, The horses broke away back 
on one occasion, and the man galloped for 
several hours to head them, When he re- 
turned to the camp in the evening he was 
dreadfully exhausted, and could only just 
ask for a drink of tea, and while he was 
drinking it his horse fell down dead, The 
exact distance ridden was not known, but 
it was reckoned to be considerably over 100 
miles. Oa most of these journeys the horses 
had little or nothing to eat. 


Bones on the Farm. 

It is well enough known that bone, when 
ground tine, makes one of the best and cheap 
est manures. especially on lands long in use. 
The needs of farmers with abundant capital 
are well enongh met in the commercial fer- 
tilizers, With the Experiment Stations to 
analyze the samples, there is not much dan- 
ger of adulteration, The high price of this 
comminuted bone, two cents a pound and 
upward, deters many farmers }from using it 
on a large scale, even when there is no doubt 
that the invesment would pay. In a limited 
way the small farmer has the means within 
his reach of reducing several barrels of bone 
toa fine powder every year. A solution of 
potash wiil reducs bone to a fine condition, 
and make it available for plant food, Most 
farmers still use wood for tuel, and the ashes 
fiom the fifteen or twenty cords used ina 
year, if saved, would reduce all the bones 
ordinarily within reach of the farmer, The 
old-fashioned leach that used to stand at 
almost every farmer's back door for soap 
making was a good contrivance for reducing 
the bones. But any tight, strong cask, or 
box, will answer quite as well for this pur- 
pose. Water poured upon the ashes makes 
a lye, or solution of potash, strong 
enough to decompose the bones, The cask 
should stand under cover, 80 that the quan- 
tity of water applied to the bone and ashes 
may be under control, The time it will take 
to reduce the bone to a powder will depend 
vpou the amount of potash in the ashes, and 
attention bestowed upon the process. It is 
e sential that the ashes aad bone shoald be 
closely pucked in the mass, and that they bo 
kept ina moist state, adding water as it 
evaporates from the surface, ‘The fiaer the 
bone before it is packed in the ashes the 
sooner it will be reduced, ‘The process can 
be hastened by patting into the mass a few 
grounds of common potash. But this is only 
necesyary to save time, Ashes from hickory, 
or any of the hard woods contain sufficient 
potash to decompose the bones. When the 
mass is soft enough to down with o spade or 
shovel, it can be mixed with land plaster, 
dried peat or loam, to make it convenient 
for handling. It is a concentrated fertilizer 
to be used with discretion in the hill, or ap- 
plied as a top dreasing to growing crops in 
the garden or field, 

We are quite sure that any one who uses 
thie preparation of bone and wood ashes, 
and sees the vigorous push it yee to garden 
and other crops, will be likely to continue 
it. But many farmers near Aoa ports and 
railroad stations use coal mainly for fuel, 
and will haye to resort to a hand or horse- 
mill to use up the waste bones, Small mills 
are extensively used by poultry men for 
crashing oyster shells as well as bono, aad 
the machinery can be adjusted to break tho 
bone coarsely for hen feed. Tho oil and 
gelatine of the bones hayo an alimentary 
value, and turned into oggs, pay much better 
than when usod as a fertilizer for the soil,— 
American Agriculturist,

_ A fireproof coiling has been invented, It 
is composed of tiles supported from joists by 
hangers, and hanging taciog tiles placed on 
the sides of the joist ani top tiles piaced be- 
tween the upper joists, The top tiles and 
the tops of, the joists are covered by o 
layer of cement, rendering the ceiling secure 
against fire, 

To make plastic carbons for batteries the 
following receipt is recommended by M. Max 
Nitache-Niesky :—Good coke is ground and 
mixed with coal tar to a stiff dough and 
pressed into moulde made of iro ond bras, 
After drying for a few days in u closed 
place it is heated in a fuinace, where iv is 
protected from the direct flames and burned 
teebly at first, then strongly, the fire being 
gradually raised to a white heat, which is 
maintained for six or eight hours, The fire 
is then permitted co slowly go down, ani 
being perfectly cold the carbon is taken out 
of the furnace, 

In Naples a sabmarine balloon has been in 
vented which will sink people to the bottom 
of the Mediterranean shore waters, where 
they can enjoy the natural aquaria there to 
be seen, It is a balloon of ateel, with three 
compartments—one for the actuating me- 
chanism andj floating bladder, one for the 
captain and one for the passengers. to the 
number of eight, There are glass windows 
fr looking at the fishes, shells, aod weeds, 
aud the height of the balloon in the water 1s 
regulated by means of ths collapsible bladder, 
A telephone connects the balloon, which is 
captive and canno: float away, with the shore 
cr a boat above, 

Hitherto it has puzzled eminent surgeons 
to account for sudden death caused by ap- 
parently inadequate wounds in the hearc, 
such as those made by the prick, without 
penetration even, of a needle, Herr Schmey 
a student of the Physiological Institute, Ber- 
lin, has, however, jast discovered that when 
a needle pricks a certain small spot on the 
lower borJer of the upper third of the sep- 
tum cordis, quite instantaneously the move- 
ments of the heart are arrested and furever 
set motionless in death, ‘It is now the 
task of anatomical investigation,” says Prof. 
Kronecker, who verified the discovery of hia 
pupil, Herr Sshmey, and communicated it 
to the Physiological Society of Berlin, ‘‘to 
demonstrate with accuracy this vital centre, 
the existence of which has been prove | ex- 
perimentally.”” 

Common salt, chloride of sodium, is the 
most widely-distributed substance, in the 
body; it exists in every fluid and in every 
solid; and not only is everywhere prasent, 
but in almost every part it constitutes the 
largest portion of the ash when the tissuo is 
burat. In particular, it is a constant con- 
stituent of the blood, and it maintains it ina 
proportion that is almost who'ly inaependent 
of the quantity that is consumed with the 
food. The blood will take up no more, 
however much we may take with our food, 
and, on the other hand, if none be given, the 
bldod parts with its natural quantity slowly 
and unwillingly, Nothing can demoastate 
its value better than the fact that if album- 
en without salt is introduced into the intes- 
tines of an animal, no portion of it is ab- 
sorbed, while it all quickly disappears if salt 
be added, The conc!usion therefore is ob- 
vious that salt, being whol-some, and indeed, 
necessary, should be taken in small quanti- 
ties, and that abstentioa from it is likely to 
be injurious, 


CURE FOR HYDROPHOBIA, 
M,. Pasteur’s Wonderful Discovery of th 
Efficiency of Inoculation, 


The Government has appointed a commi- 
sion to enquire into the practicability of pre- 
venting hydrophobia by inocculation, as pro 
posed by Professor Pasteur. 

In an interview with a Figaro correspon- 
dent M. Pasteur says :—*‘I have been devot- 
ing the last foar years to this subject. I 
found out, in the first place, that tne virus 
rabique loses its intensity by transmission 
to certain animals and increases its in- 
tensity by transmission to other animals. 
With the rabbit, for instance, the virus rab- 
ique increases; with the monkey it decreases, 
My method was as follows :—I took the 
virus direct from the brain of a dog that had 
died from actual hydrophobia. With this 
virus I inoculated a monkey. The monkey 
died, Then with the virus—already weak- 
ened in intensity—taken from the monkey, 
I inoculated a rabbit ; with the virus taken 
from the seoond monkey I inoculated a third 
monkey, and so on until I obtained a virus 
so weak as to be almost harmless. Then 
with this almost harmless virus, I inoculated 
a rabbit, the virus being at once increased ia 
intensity. 

“Then with the virus from the first rabbit 
I inoculated a second rabbit, and there was 
another increase in the intensity of the virus, 
Tnen with the virus of the second rabbit I 
inoculated a third rabbit, then a fourth, 
until the virus had regiined its maximum 
intensity. Thus I obtained virus of different 
degrees of power, I then took a dog and in- 
oculated him, first with the weakest viras 
from the rabbit, then with the virus from 
the second rabbit ard finally with the rabbit 
virus of maximum intensity. After a few 
days more I inocculated the dog with virus 
taken directly from the brain of a dog that 
had just died of acute madness, Tae dog 
upon which I hai experimented proved com- 
pletely insusceptible to hydropnobia, The 
experiment was frequently rspeated, :lways 
with the same successful result, 

“But my discovery does not end here, I 
took two dogs and inoculated them botn 
with virus taken directly froma dog that 
had just died of acute bydrophobia. I let 
one of my two dogs thus inoculated alone, 
and he went mad and died of acute hydro- 
phobia. I subjected the second dog to my 
treatment, giving him the threo rabbit in 
culations, begiuning with the weakest and 
ending with the strongest, This second dog 
was complet‘ly oured, or rather became 
completely insusceptible to hydrophobia, 
M., Pasteur then went to a kennel and 
caressed a dog that had undergone this 
latter operation, ‘Voyez!" said M. Pas. 
teur, ‘comme il est bien gentil. Wahoover 
gots bitten by a mad dog has only to submit 
to my three little inoculations and he need 
not have the slightest fear of hydrophobia,”

Anything, 
therefcrs, that tends to outrage or repress 
th’s last solace of the ofilicted soul is to be re- 
&retted, more especially where it appears to 
be the outcome of mere wantonness and not 
justified by actual necessity. Last week 
we had occasion to chronicle the burial at 
sea of the remains of Mc, David Hill Dow, 
a Kilmarnock gentleman, who died sudden- 
ly on his way to revisit his native town, an? 
the last rites, strange to say, were performe* 
within two days of the vesel’s arrival at 
Gravesend, 

A still more melancholy case is that of 
Mr. James Hendry, of the National Bank, 
Patrick, and a magistrate of that burgh, 
who left his 1a;ive coun’ry recently in the 
hope of restonng his heath by a voyage to 
America, Sea-sickness, however, strack 
him down soon after s acting, to which he 
succambed whea the vessel was but four 
days‘ sail from New York. The conduct of 
tie ship's officers to his anguished widow, 
though quite within their powers, has the 
appearance of being hard-hearted in the ex- 
treme, Toher piteous plealings that the 
body be left 01 boa-d for the few interven- 
ing days they turned a deaf ¢a-; within two 
hours after decease the corpse was commit- 
ted\to the deep. This haste was surely und 
seemly and altogether unnecessary, geatuit- 
ously aiding to the poignancy of the grief 
of the sole human being oa boa-d to whom 
the dust was dear. In cases of contagious 
or malignant disease stern necessity must 
override ail other consid rstions, Pat in 
cases such as we have just cited it is surely 

porsible to place the remains in a mortuary 
on board, convey them to their destina- 
tion, and hand them over to the sorrowing 
relitives, Such a provisioa, on steamships 
especially, should be easy of accomplish- 
meat aad the wonder is that things have 
been tolerated so long in their present un- 
satisfactory condition, - 


Law-Made Evils, 


And Nee the mischiefs wrought by unin- 
strocted law making, enormous in their 
amovn’ as compared with those caused by 
uninstructed medical treatment, are con- 
spicuous to all who do but glance over its 
history, The reader mas’ pardon me while 
Irecall a few familiar instances. Century 
after century statesmen went on enacting 
laws which made wors: the condition of the 
debtor—raising the rate of interest ‘from 
five to six when intending to reduce it to 
four,” as under Louis XV., and indirectly 
producing undreamt of evils of many kinds, 
such as preventing the reproductive use of 
spare capital, and “‘burdening “the small 
proprietors with a multitude of perpetual 
services.” So, too, the endeavours which 
in England continued through five hundred 
years to stop forestalling, and which in 
France as Arthur Young witnessed, pre- 
vented any one from buying ‘more than 
two bushels of wheat at market,” went on 
generation after generation increasing the 
miseries and mortality due to death; for as 
everybody now knows, the wholesale dealer, 
who was in the statute of ‘D2 Pistoribus” 
vituperated as ‘‘an open oppressor of poor 
peopie,” is simply one whose function it is 
to equalize the supply of a commodity by 
checking unduly rapid consumption. Of 
kindrea nature was the measure which, in 
1315, to diminish the pressure of famine, 
prescribed the prices of foods, but which 
was hastily repealed after it had caused en- 
entire disappearance of various foods from 
the markets; and also such measures, more 
continuously operating, as those which 
settled by magisterial order ‘‘the reasonable 
gains” of victuallers, Of like spirit and fol- 
lowed by allied mischiefs have been the 
many endeavours t» fix wages, which began 
with the Statute of Libourers under Kd- 
ward III, aad ceased only sixty years ago; 
when, having long galvanised in Spital- 
filds a dvcaying industry, and fostered 
there a miserable population, Lord’ and 
Commons finally gave up fixiog silk-weay- 
ers’ earnings by magisterial order,

“AGRICULTURAL. 


Seed Farming and Gardening. 


According to science and the dictionaries, 
all grains aro seeds, but practical experience 
frequently shows that the condition in 
which the former oftcn reach the market 
renders them unfit for the purposes of 
seeding, In bad years much of the com: 
mercial grain is 80 injured by heating that 
its vitality is impaired, if “not entirely 
destroyed. At the best grains in store- 
houses are so filled with seeds of weeds as 
to be unfit for seed porposer: Every year 
we find good farmers lookiag for clean seed, 
willing to pay an extra veice for their 
requirements, which in itselt would give a 
fair profit to the grower. In fact, however 
cheaply grain or other crops may sell, the 
farmer has only himself to blame if he fails 
to receive due remuneration for his labor. 
If he takes pains to produce the choicest 
crop he can usually sell at bis own price, 
within reason, among his own neighbors for 

seed. 

Why then do not moro farmers devote 
their time and land to seed growing? 
There is, wo are glad to say, increassd 
attention to this branch of the business of 
farming, and with a corresponding reduc 
tion in the extraordinary profits that once 
were common, It shows that good farming, 
such as seed growing demands, is more 
generally provalent now than formerly, 
But this good farming is itself based on 
seouring pure seeds, and therefore the de- 
mand increases as does the supply. In 
fact, we believe that the tendency of the 
times is to crowd out all farmers who do 
not use pure seed and grow clean crops. 
Even for commercial purposes the poor 
grain is so inferior that there is no profit in 
it. The law which proclaims the survival 
of the fittest prevails in farming as it does 
in all other kinds of business, 

With regard to many varieties of garden 
seeds it is probable that they should be 
more largely grown by farmers themselves 
than is the case at present. Such a course 
is accompained by some trouble snd exer- 
tion, bat the extra labor required involves 
an education which helps fit the man for 
something better, To grow a crop merely 
because it requires little care or skill is not 
only to condemn one’s self to a life of poor- 
ly paid labor, but to correspondingly impair 
the character and mental grarp of the indi- 
vidual. The farmer who pursues a widely 
diversified industry needs, and has more 
intelligence than one who confines himself 
to a few easily grown staples. When 
farmers begin by market gardening on u 
small scale and the growing of choice, pure 
seeds, their style of farming improves in 
other respects, They are obliged to ke:p 
their Jand free from objectionable weeds, 
and quite often they discover that this 
necessity, instead of being a hardship, isa 
positive advantage, 

Very few farmers have facilities ‘oc sell- 
ing seed on a large scale at retail prices, If 
they grow such for market they mnet do so 
under contract, and the prices paid sre but 
little in excess of ordinary market rates, 
Near cities and villages market gerdening 
offers better inducements in the way of 
profit, It is a curious fact that many in- 
land towns are supplied with vegetablis 
grown by market garderncrs on the high- 
priced lands near New York and Bistoa, 
and thence shipped to places that have not 
enterprise enouga to supply the home de- 
mand, Wherever this ia the fact there isa 
field which no time should be loss in filling. 
Even where no present demand appears to 
exist the production of fresh vegetables at 
reasonable rates is eure to cieate uno, The 
market once sccured will easily be retained. 
The route of a dealer in garden vegetables 
through a city is very like a milk route, 
Where the gcoJs are zatisfactory, and prices 

reasonable, customers are retained for yearr, 
Ivisa very sugestive fact that the farmer who 
Once enters upon these branches of farming 
generally keeps at it as long as he lives; or 
if he sejls cut, then the chance of continu- 
ing the business and securing bis old 
customers is an important contideration, 
often largely increasing the market value of 
his land, In one instance, whero a new 
railrond was being ran tbrough a town, 
land taken from eeed and garden farms was 
appraised more than twice as high as land 
beside it, naturally just as good, devoted to 
ordinary farm crop3, The appraisers acted 
on the old rule, which generally fixes the 
value of property, that anything is worth 
in money that sum upon which its owner is 
able to make it continuously pay the 
interest, In this view not only does good 
farming pay, but it is also essential that 
those crops be grown which with care and 
ekill may be expected to yield the largest 
returns from the soil. In this way the 
farmer who makes his farm bring the most 
revenue is at the same time increasing its 
value should he feel inclined to sell,— 
Ams Cultivator.

as the dusk grew on, noticed a spork or flash 
amongst eome yellow weap Hie Her 
eyes were naturally fixed on the spot, and 
presently another slight flash raised her 
wonder to amazement. On going to the 
flower-bed she found that the flashes evident- 
ly proce:ded from tho nasturtiums. Of 
course, her father’s ationtion was called to 
the phenomen, and he was convinced of its 
reality without, however, being able to con- 
ceive any explanation, ‘Lhe same thing haa 
also been observed in marigolds by another 
hotanist, and inthe poppy by a third, As 
these flowers are £0 eet it naturally 
ocoura to ask why it should be reserved to 
scientific oxperts to seo such things? But 
it should be remembered that the luminosity 
is very slight, momentary, and occasional, 


[¢ is precisely tho sort of phenomenon that 
eludes all but those who sre continually on 
the watch. Tho observations, however, 
appear to bo so well guaranteed that there 
ia no sufficient reason for doubting them. 
In all these cases the light is onlya momen- 
tary flash, and is therefore a very different 
thing from the steady gleam of insects or 
funguses, The fact that theso flashes have 
been noticed when the flowera were just in 
full bloom would ecam to suggest that the 
phenomenon may be connected with for- 
tilizatioa, The falling of the pollen on the 
anthers has been supposed to cause a 
momentary quickening of lifo, manifested 
ina faint flasn, But that explains nothing. 
Of what nature is that flash? The only 
conjecture is that itis electric, but it is a 
conjecture only, and there is nothing more 
at present to be said.—Sunday Magazine,

Salt is being freely used by nurserymen in 
their pear nurseries for the purpose of 
counteracting blight, Iron filings and cop- 
peras in soiution have been used for the 
purpose, Jf these remedies do not prevent 
the disease, they at least correct a disposi- 
tion fo blight. 

Success ia raising house-plants may be 
forwarded by using coil, two-thirds of 
which is garden‘soil and the reat sand, It 
should he kept light and loose about the 
roots, and the plants watered only as they 
appear to need it, When any of the leaves 
wither and fall, instead of throwing them 
away make little rolls of them and tuck

this disea. 

The Mahdi’s famous lieutenant, Osman 
Digma, is deacribed by one of his soldiers to 
be of tall and slender build, with pale com- 
plexion, Jarge open eyes, and a fino mous- 
tache.

ranning.”” Webb's wrought-iron sleepera 
proved a success in South Wales, A mem- 
per stated that within the last two years 
40,000 tons of iron psrmanent way had been 
seat abroad by British manufacturers, and 
that he himself had on hand 111,000 metal 
sleepers for exportation. Another imrimber 
spoke in favor of supersedin® liey, ra of 
every kind by the adoptioau «steel rail of 
140 pounds to the yard, as he believed that 
a rail of this kind was to be the rail of the 
future. The price of wooden sleepers 1s 
even now very close upon that of iron ones, 
and under very favorable circumstances the 
life of the farmer rarely exceeds twenty-one 
years, 

Scarcely 25 years ago the most powerful 
piece of artillery was a 68 pounder, throw- 
ing its projectile with a velocity of 1,600 
feet per second, Now the weights of guns 
have been increased from 5 tons to 100 tons, 
the velocities from 1,600 feet to 20,000 feet 
per second, the energies from 1,000 foot- 
tons to over 52,000, and the projectiles 
from 68 pounds to 2,000 pounds, But enor- 
mous a8 these attainments are expressed in 
figures the highest or greatest are as no- 
thing when compared, as some one has re- 
marked, with thore of the projectiles, vel 
ocities, ond energies existing in nature. 
Basiog the estimates on the principles laid 
down by Helmholtz, if the earth, for ex- 
ample, be considered as a huge projectile, 
and if it could be possible to utilize the 
whole of the energy stored up in gunpowder, 
there would be required a charge 150 times 
greater than its own weight, and 900 times 
greater than its volume to impart her orbit- 
al motion to the earth,

Petrified Logs. 


The United States snag boat, Tocoi, re- 
turned to the Savannah River a few days 
ago, where she is having some of her mach- 
inery overhauled, She was, until a couple 
of weeks ago, employed in clearing out the 
Altamaha River, from its mouth to the 
Oconee River, {l'ho Tocoi is of compar ative- 
ly light draft, but one of the most powerful 
boats of her claasin the government service. 
She was fornished witha good supply of 
dynamite cartridges, and an electric bat- 
tery, which were found efficacious for the 
work she undertook, AJarge number of 
rocks, many projecting pieces of raft timber, 
besides several Jarge trees, were removed 
from the channel, so that the river is 
quite clear for timber rafts and light draft 
steamers,

MEXICO’S GRAND PALACE, 


Where Thousands of Human Victims 
Were Slaughtered. 

The ‘'Palacio Del Gobemo” of republican 

Mexico was built by its kingly oppressors, 
This magnificent structure, occupying an en- 
tire equare 675 feet in length, built around 
half a dozon interior patios, or open courts, 
was commenced by the Aztecs and finished 
by Cortez and his Spanish vicu-royal success- 
ors, It is situated in the east side of the 
square, which is south of the cathedral. 
‘Lois square is the most beautiful in the city, 
being laid out after the Kuropean fashion, 
ornamented with flowering shrubs and 
oncalypius trees and adorned with statues by 
the i torecnia Carlotta. This is also the 
place where the famous Teocoli,, or sacred 
place of the Aztecs, was situated, and where 
at least twenty thousand of human victims 
were annually slaughtered, Passing in at 
the central entrance of this building, where 
dusky soldiers were walking their beats, 
many others ‘‘offduty” were lounging around 
giving it more the appearance of a monarch- 
ial palace than a republican capitol, we saw 
before us the central patio or court, It is 
about one hundred feet square, surrounded 
by large, heavy stone pillars, thirty feet 
high, supporting on its round-headed arches 
a magnificent balcony. This also being 
faced with arches produces a very imposing 
aspect, Here we were introduced to the 
officer of the day, who kindly showed us the 
interesting parts of the palace, 

An opportunity was here afforded us for 
seeing Maximilian’s carriage of state, con- 
cerning the magnificence of which so much 
has been said, As the guard opened a heay- 
ily-locked door our eyes fell upon a car- 
riage ofjgreat splendor, at least ten feet high 
anditweaty feet long, ornrmented with rich 
gildings covering all the wood-work, figures 
of cherubs, arms of Mexico, surmounted by 
heavy silver-work and eight very large piu- 
nels of plate glass. ‘These are thick enough 
to deflect a rifle ball not striking it perpen- 
dicularly, and even thea the only danger 
there would be from the pieces of broken 
glass, The inside was trimmed with rich 
white damask and silver braid. This cle- 
gant carriags, drawn along the pasoe with 
its prancing steeds, with uniform drivers, 
liveried footmen, and the royal personage 
clad in rich robes of state, was designed to 
impress the lovers of parade and show, 

A magnificent flight of stone stairs, 
twelve feet wide, leads up from the patio to 
the main rooms in the second story, Going 
up this stairway we find the offices of the 
republic. The president and the eecretar- 
ies of the army and nayg have offices here, 
Here also is the hall of the senate, and ab.ve 
on the roof the central meteorologicol ob- 
servatory with the best telescope in Mexico, 

We passed through s»veral ante-rooms in 
which were huge marble vases, exquisite io 
workmanship, with the arms of Mexico up- 
on them, This coat-of-arms, which was 
also painted on the window shades, consists 
of an eagle with extended wings sitting ona 
cactus plant and contending with a serpent, 
I¢ is the old symbol of the Aztecs, 

We then came to the ambassador's ha!l, 
three hundred feet long and twenty-five 
wide, This room is lighted by fifty candel- 
abra and six very large chandeliers covered 
with crystal pendants, Itis also arraoged 
teo as to be capable of division ja- 
to smaller rooms by means of crimson cur 
ains, 

Mexico has sought to impress its own 

history on its. foreign ambassadors by put- 
ting on the walls of this pantheon the por- 
traits of its republican heroes. First comes 
Hidalgo, an insurgent priest, who was kill- 
ed while endeavcriag to secure the libarty 
of Mexioo. His portrait is accompanied by 
tkat of another priest, Mcrales ; then Guer- 
zero; Isurbide, who attempted to become 
emperor ; Juares, the famous Indian presi- 
dent ; Diaz, who is likely to become presi- 
dent again next Jane; Mina Arista, who 
was prominent in the negotiations that 
brought the war with the United States to 
aclase, snd lastly, another priest, named 
Matamoras. One American has been arl- 
mitted to this holl—namely Washington. Io 
this hall is a large painting twenty-seven 
feet long, showing the battle of Pueblo, on 
the Cince de Mayo, when the Mexicans, es- 
feated the French, It is to be remembered 
that io this battle, when the rational exis- 
tence was at stake, the Mexicans, especially 
the Indians, fought with more courage than 
ever]before, At one side of the painting is 
a*buat of Gen, Largo oza, the leader of the 
Mexicens in this battle. 
, Thus this imposing room is desigaed to 
preserve the important facta and favtcra of 
the history of the republic, to immortalize, 
its Mexican heroes, to stimulate putriotiem, 
and jnsyure the devotion of all cbservera to 
the future welfare of the state, 
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Sunday in Paris, 


‘Lhe Sabbathlessness of Paris strikes a 
stranger oddly and painfully ; the ear and 
brain wait for the recurring seventh. day lull 
in the noises of the week, but it does not 
come, The rattle of business carts and the 
rumble of drays, the cries and calls of it ine- 
rant vendors, the hammering and pounding 
of masons and carpentars, go on without in- 
termission ; the one voice which is unheard 
is the sound of church-bells, I tried to get 
a notion of the system and ttatistics of at- 
t.ndanco on public worship and ceseation of 
labour on Suaday in Paris, but could come 
to no conclusion as to whether there is a gen- 
eral custom in either or not. There are so 
many services between six in the morning 
and one o'clock, with vespers and the bene- 
diction later in the afternoon that the whole 
working population might attend them by 
detachments without causing any apparent 
pause in its toil, There was one tribute to 
the day whioh could be noticed even from 
an upper window—a greater display of clean 
blouses—but whether this was in recognition 
of its sacred or its festive character I cannot 
way. 
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When a man has meant anything strongly, 
there's never any real going back again for 
him. It isn’t the failure or the success, it’s 
the purpose, the will that is in him, tba’ 
makcs the difference,

The Righi Railway. 


The Righi Railway, on the Lake of Lu- 
ceveno may be referred to as a marvel of 
railway enterprise, To make a line to the 
summit of a mountain, 5000 feot high, could 
-rtainly have been no ordinary undertaking. 
u railway, Was opened in the year 1871, 
the terminus being at Vitznan, also the point 
of Janding for steamers. The railway goes 
in au almost continvoas and direct line tive 
miles long, not as might be imagined by a 
zag route up the mountain, the view of 
the surrounding country extending in inter- 
est as the heighth increases, The route in- 
cludes an inclined tunnel. 325 feet long, and 
a girdor bridge across the Schnur tobe! Gorge. 
An extension of four miles trom Kaltbad bas 
beea added to the original line, proceeding 
along the ridge of the mountain, 5280 feet 
above the level of the sea, The line, which 
is a single one with a five feet gauge, con- 
sista of three raile; the centre one is fitted 
with coge. In ot.er words, the middle rail 
isa Tadde rup which the evgine climbes by 
means of cogwhee's fitted below the ttoor, 
The engine has a very remarkable appear- 
ance, resembling very much a huge black 
bottle, and when on level ground it leans on 
one sido as if about to fall, When ascending 
the incline the ergine assumes an upright 
position, Only one carriage is attached ; 
this is ten feet wide and somewhat resembles 
our tramway cars, There are nine seats 
laced transversely, arranged to accomodate 
fifty-four passengers. 

Inascending, the carriage is propelled 
iastead of being drawn, but in the descent 
the locomotive precedes the carriage, and

Sheet-metal boats have recently been 
patented, Sheet-metal sides are bent under 
prersaore to the required shape, having 
flinges/on their lower edges for riveting to 
the keel bar, and the stern ends may be 
joined either with or without stern-plates. 
The bent plates forming the boats sides may 
be packed in small space for transportation, 
and easily put together on reaching their 
destinaticn, the design being to so construct 
boats hghter than of wooa or of numerous 
plates of metal riveted together,

Christian Progress. 


Not much more than one hundred years 
ago Voltaire declared that the twilight of 
Christianity had come. It is leus than ao 
century since Thomas Paine boasted in his 
“Ave of Reason” that like a woodman in 
the forest, he had gone through the Bible, 
cutting down everything in his path. The 
priests, he said, might stick the trees in the 
ground again, but they could not make them 
grow. ‘These predictions have been fulfilled 
in a way that would make thei: authore 
blush if they were now living. Native Pro- 
testantism in France, aided by Mr. Cock’s 
evangelists, has burst the fetters which 
Romaniem and infidelity had united in 
fastening upon it; while in England, and 
especially in our own country, the evangeli- 
cal denominations have much more than kept 

ace with the growth of the population, 
"he heretical sects, meanwhile, are staticn- 
ary, or dying out, Neither Unitarianism 
nor Universalism has the strength that both 
posseesed a quarter of a century ago, 

The modern churches may not be without 
their faults, There is no earthly Eden across 
which the eerpent has not trailed, Yet the 
religion of to-day, even when its defects are 
made the most of, will compare favourably 
with that of one hundred years ago, taken 
in the same way. Slave-trading, slave-hold- 
ing, liquor making, sellirg and drinking 
ministers, »nd laymen are uot now found in 
any church, Those guilty of the least of 
these offenses are very few and and very un- 
pleasantly conspicuous. Pride, avarice, 
and other forms of worldliness, no doubt, 
exist, but they are compelled by public 
opinion, as well as ecclesiastical discipline, 
to manifest themselves in decorous ways, 
The most worldly man expects Christians to 
act consistently with their professions, and 
ia thus doing unconsciously pays tribute to 
a creed which he may repudiate both in 
throry and practice. The churches are 
growing in grace, but there is abundant 
room for greater progress, for profounder 
convictions, and more thorough consecra- 
tion,

Machine Guns. 


Machine guns in the ficld are now entire- 
ly ubandoned. The [recnch mitraillerse, 
from which such wonders were expected, 
wos as heavy a3 a field gun and required six 
horaes to draw it. Ita range was practically 
the same as that of infantry, and had its 
disudvantages, If the range was correct and 
the inark remained steady, great execution 
was dono, but the slightist error would 
throw every bullet out, unless at short 
range. Both French and Germans have 
given up machine guns for the field, and 


have iocreased and developed thoir field 
artilory, They toth admit that the ma- 
chine gun cannot face field artillery 
at ortilery ranges, and that its pro 
jectilrs have no power whatever against 
walls or buildings or earthworks ; but they 
believe when two hcstile bodios of infantry 
area closing, the machine guns may bo 


brought from cover, ia which they should 
be kept till theo, and may then exercise 
great influence on the resule, 


Tne Venetian Gondolier and his Gondola. 


The gondoliera oon become devotedly at- 
tached to their own boats, studying their 
characters and Jesraing their peculiarities ; 
for each gondola has a character and a tem- 
perament of its own in spite of the fact that 
they are all but on the same model and 
look e0 much alike, and a gondolier’s skill in 
rowing largely depends on his knowledge of 
his boat, He and his gondola become ono, 
A commupity of interosts is established be- 
tween them which soon ripens into affection; 
and his duty to hfs gondola is at least au 
binding oa the conscience of a good gondolier 
as his duty to his family or nis neighbor, 
HH» spends hours every day ia sponging, | 
scrubbing, and drying his boat, and comes 
to know every nail in ite hull, and every 
scratch upon its steel or brass. I have 
heard of a gondolier who identified, swore tc; 4 
and recovered a pair of sea-horses that had 
been stolen from him, on the strength of 
certain almost invisible scratches, which 
had escaped the notice of thethief, or which 
the thief trusted would bo unknown to tre 
owner. With s0 much uncovered metal in 
the fittings of a gondola, it is clear that the 
chief labor connected with the maintenance 
of the boat will be to keep these metals ina 
high state of polish. The brasswork does 
rot give so much trouble ; but tie least drop 
ot rain or dew, it it is allowed t» settle for 
some hours upon the ferri, will produce a 
rust spos which may take months of scrub- 
bnz to remove, This implies a polishing 
aud oiling of the stecl-work twice a day in 
wet weather—a matter of at least an hour 
anda half, Indeed, the readiest way to de- 
termine whether a man who offers his ser 
vices is a good gondolisr or not is to pivea 
glance at his ferri ; that will siow his pro- 
fessional character in a moment.

Once every three months ia wiater, aad 
at least once every twenty days in summer 
when the s2a is warm and the weeds grow 
fast, the gondola must be sent to the squero, 
There it is hauled on shore, scraped, dried, 
either by the san er by a fire of straw, and 
plentifully anointed with greass, This op- 
eration makes a moss surprising difference 
to the speed of the boat ; and a little prac- 
tice will coon let one know whether the 
gordola has lately been to the equero, or 
ought to be sant there. The process of 
cleaning occupies a whole day ; so that a 
gondolier not only loses a Cay’s work, but 
has to pay besides about four lirs, the cost 
of the operation ; and this in sammer isa 
serious tax upon his monthly earnings, But, 
on the whole. it repays a gondo'ier tu attend 
pancinaty to his boat. If he does so it will 

ast him in excellent order for at least five 
years. Atthe end of that time he can sell 
the hull for 80 or 100 lire, keeping, of cours: 
the felze, tenda, cusbions,and other farvish- 
ings for biz new boat. A gondo!a of five or 
six years old will probably find its way to 
one of the less trequented ferries, where it 
will do duty for another five years, gradu- 
ally losing is graceful curve and form as 
the woodwork fuils, till at length it becomes 
a gobbo, with its bows no longer sweepiag up 
in ® proud curvo, but buried ia the water. 
Then its day is over. It is fit for nothiag 
but to be told for five lirs, broxen up, ani 
burned in the g'ass furnaces of Marano, the 
crematory of most ancient gondolas,

Skirmishers, 


Skirmishers are troops who, not being in- 
tended for close combat, are employed to 
cover those who are so intended, They are 
independent of the attacking troops, whose 
front they cover, and may be at any number 
of spaces’ interval without deranging the at- 
tacking troops in their rear, behind whom 
they may rally after they have played their 

art. The object of employing skirmishers 

as been to oblige the enemy to show its 
hand, and to cover the advance of the line 
of battle in their rear by attracting the at- 
tention and fire of the enemy, And therapid 
fire of breech loaders has immensly increased 
the value of ‘‘skirmishers,” both in attract- 
ing the attention of the defenders and in 
veiling by its smoke the march of the line 
of battle behind them, By our drill reg- 
ulations ‘‘acouts” seem to be intended a3 a 
sort of substitute for ‘‘shirmishers,” which 
on the scale of 10 or 12 to cover a battalion 
front, they cannot be, The Garman teach- 
ing—that men once engaged can neyer be 
withdrawn —does not apply to ‘“‘skir- 
mishers,’, but to the first fighting line of the 
attacking troops, respecting whom they ray 
is true. During the Peninsula war neither 
the French nor ourselves ever ventured to 
engage Without covering the front of the at- 
tacking troops with skirmishers, and the ar- 
gument in favor of that practice is greatly 
strengthened by the conditions of breech- 
loading fire. It seem; to fol'ow, ther:fora, 
that troops destined to attack, whether 
formed in one closed line as of old, or ia four 
open lines, should always be preceded by 
skirmishers in the old sense of the term. 
And this onc3 established, we believe it 
would be found that the loss suffered by a 
closed line during its advance under fire 
would not be greater than that of a system, 
as now practised, of open lines backed by 
small columns of reserve. And the closed 
line would possess tie immense advantegs 
of preserving the different company and 
wing commands unmixed, —B/ackwood Mag-

side twenty five centimes, When the car 
has i:s complement, the gates are shut, a 
sign oung ont, “comp 'et” and no one can en 
ter. Daring the busy time of the day, be« 
tween five and six o'clock, when crowds are 
waiting for a car, it is necessary to apply at 
tl © cflise for a numbered ticket. ' 

For mstance, say you applied and roceiv- 
ed No, 21, You wait for o oar, aud the 
driver, when ready, begius to call une, deux, 
trois, and go on until he reaches your num- 
ber, when you must be ready to enter, if 
not, you must procure another ticket, and 
wait your turn again, 

‘The system has its advantuges as well as 
its lich vantaken! and the French think is 
a great thing ; buv the amusing part of it to 
foreignors is the calling of the numbers ; and 
uuless ono is pretty weil up in French, he is 
very apt to get left, and has to go and got 
another t cket, .
